| POLICE SHOOTS FUGITIVE. 


Refuses to Halt After Being De- 
tected in the Crime and Is 
Brought Down by a 
Bullet. 


ROBBE RS:AIDED BY ICE BOX. 


Three Inmates of a Saloon, One a 
Woman, and Two More in Another 
Place Forced Into Cold 


COAL OFFICE PATRONS VICTIMS. 


Highwaymen were abroad in Chicago yes- 
terday and carried their operations intoveach 
division of the city. With the break of day 
they began their Sunday of outlawry, and at 
midnight reports of their crimes continued 
to be made. 

Citizens were held up in well-lighted 
streets and others were dragged into dark 
recesses and robbed. Saloons and a coal 
office were entered and under the intimida- 
tion of revolvers the inmates were cowed 
and the places looted. _ 

Police were kept busy acting on the com- 
plaints of victims, and exciting pursuits 
after robbers were features of at least two 
cases. In one of them a fugitive was shot 
by a policeman, his skull being fractured 
by the bullet. 


Sunday’s List of Holdups. 
The list for the day, as reported up to mid- 
night Was as follows: 

George H. Davis, 3523 Calumet avenue, held up 
and robbed of $5 and some jewelry in Lake Front 
Park by two men; policeman pursues and wounds 
George Reid, said to be one of the robbers. 

John Samon, 193 Twelfth street, a saloonkeeper, 
his wife, and Thomas Henry, a customer, locked 
up in ice box by two robbers, who secure $20.

Fugitive Shot by Policeman. 

After robbing Davis, Reed and his com- 
panion were pursued by Policeman Shaugh- 
nessy of the Harrison Street Station, who 
fired two shots, one of which struck Reed 
in the back of the head. He was conveyed 
to the Samaritan Hospital, where it wassaid 
his skull was fractured. The other man, 
whose name is said to be Henry McLaugh- 
lin, made his escape with the property stolen 
from Davis. 

Davis told the police he was on his way to 
the Illinois Central station when the two 
robbers came upon him and compelled him 
to cross the park to the bicycle path along 
the top of the retaining wall. There, he 
says, the robbers turned and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. : 

While they were relieving Davis of his 
property Policeman Shaughnessy and Pa- 
trolman Kelly of the South Park police force 
came upon them. The robbers ran and 
Shaughnessy fired the shot that brought 
down Reed. The wounded man said he lived 
at 611 Ashland avenue. 


* Put Three in Ice Box. | 
Less than half an hour before the shooting 
two men entered Samon’s saloon and placed 
the inmates in an icebox. As a precaution 
against pursuit the robbers carried away 
two revolvers which they found behind the 
bar. The police believe Reed and his com- 


| panion were the robbers. 


When the men entered the place one of 
them at once covered Samon with a re- 
volver while the other stood guard over 
Mrs. Samon and the customer to thwart any 
attempt to sound an alarm. 

Now slide into the icebox,” said the man 
covering Samon. 

Mrs. Samon protested, but was quickly 
interrupted, and the trio were forced into 
the icebox. The robbers secured what money 
they could and escaped. Samon's Saloon is 
in the center of the Twelfth street viaduct, 
and ig the only building on the structure. 
At a late hour the viaduct is deserted. 


Five Men Hold Up Three. 


The robbery of Ellis and two companions 
in the coal office at Sixtieth and Loomis 
streets occured between 6 and 7 o’clock in 
the evening. Ellis was preparing to close the 
office, which is owned by his father, Patrick 
Ellis. Deutsch was paying a bill and had $19 
on the desk when the door of the office was 
opened and three men wearing masks en- 
tered. 

Th intruders covered the occupants of the 
office with revolvers and directed them to 
“line up” against the wall. When they 
had oheyed instructions two other men, un- 
masked, entered and took away their valu- 
ables. The $19 on the desk was first taken 
and then Ellis was relieved of $40 and his 
gold watch, which he valued at $150. Deutsch 
then was relieved of $6, which he had in his 
pockets. 

The robbers examined the safe, which 
stood in the corner of the room, but found t: 
contained no money. Cautioning the victims 
to make no outcry, the three masked men 
backed from the room, preceded by their two 


companions.

[STUDENT KILLS HIMSELE 


A. 0. KLEIN OF CHICAGO COMMITS 
SUICIDE AT ANN ARBOR. - 


Is Second Michigan Undergraduate to 

Die by Suicide in Two Weeks—Boy 
Was of Gloomy Disposition and Had 
Been Trying to Work His Way 
Through School — Found Dead in 
Room, with Traces of Prussic Acid 
in a Tumbler. : 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 16.—[{Special.]— 
Albert O. Klein, whose home address is 4634 
Cottage Grove avenue, Chicago, committed 
suicide here this morning. He is the second 
student to commit suicide at the University 
of Michigan within the last two weeks. 5 

The body was discovered this morning by 
two fellow-boarders in the house. Young 
Klein had failed to appear at the customary 
hour, and, thinking he had overslept, the 
two young men knocked at his room, which 
he occupied alone. Receiving no answer, 
they opened the door, and upon entering the 
adjoining bedroom found the boy on the 
floor. 

Dr. Wilbert B. Hinsdale of the homeopath- 
ic medical faculty, who wassummoned from 
his home across the street, pronounced the 
young man dead. A bottle containing prus- 
sic acid and glasses bearing traces of the 
same drug were found on a table in the bed- 


room. 7 


Leaves Note to Acquaintance. 

Further investigation brought to light a 
note which the suicide had written, presuma- 
bly this morning. Coroner Watts has sealed 
the paper and is reserving it for the inquest 
Tuesday. 

As near as he can remember, the contents 
are as follows (it is addressed to Walter O. 
Hamacher of St. Clair, Mich., an intimate 
friend of Klein): 

Dear Wally: I hope you will forgive me 
for what I’m about to do. My life has been 
a failure and Lam resolved to end it all. O, 
Wally, dear Wally, forgive me. Good- by, 
Wally.“ 

The motive of the deed is unknown. Up to 
last night Klein seemed in normal spirits. 
After dinner, however, he went to his room 
and complained to Mrs. Peck, the boarding- 
house matron, of feeling blue. Still later he 
took a short walk with one of the student 
roomers, but did not appear different from 
usual, This was the young man’s last ap- 
pearance alive. 


Was Working Way at College. 

Albert Klein was one of the many incon- 
spicuous students at the university. He 
was marked as a hard worker, but took lit- 
tle or no interest in outside matters. He 
paid for his room by acting as waiter and 
had a small circle of friends, among whom 
he was considered as of a rather morase 
disposition. 

It is known that he received a condition 
in chemistry following the midyear exami- 
nation just past, over which he had brood- 
ed to some extent during the week. 

“I regard this case in a measure due to 
the suicide of Miss Agnes Inglis two weeks 
ago,” said President Angell. ‘*‘ The mania of 
self-destruction is at times an epidemic. A 
subject with despondent tendencies often re- 


suggestion By reading ot an in- 


stance of suicide. I am convinced that over- 
study did not enter into the cause of Klein’s 
self-destruction.” 


‘Reason for Act Is Unknown. 
Albert never would have committed sui- 
cide; it is impossible to believe such a 
thing.“ said Miss Emma B. Klein, a sister of 
the dead student and a teacher at the Park 
Manor Public School. ‘‘ He was not of that 
temperament. Why, we got a letter from 


him yesterday, which shows that he was in 


the most cheerful frame of mind. He did 
not need for money, for we sent him $25 a 
few days ago. He asked for $5 more to 
cover his rooming expenses, and that was to 
have been sent him.“ : 

Young Klein was 21 years old and in his 
third year at the University of Michigan. 
He had completed a course in English litera- 
ture and was engaged in a special course on 
chemistry, with the intention of becoming 
a chemist by profession. According to his 
sister, he had been in poor health for nearly 
a year, but was not afflicted to such a degree 
he could not pursue his studies. 


COOKS INVITED TO TEAS 
BY WOMEN OF WILMETTE. 


Suburban Club Members Agree to Try 
Novel Plan to Brighten Life of Their 
Domestic Servants. | 


Servant girls of Wignette are to be en- 
tertained in the parlors of the fashionable 
homes of that suburb. They also are to be 
refined and taught how to deport themselves 
in society, to read good literature, to do 
fancy needlework, and to keep proper com- 
pany. 

The Wilmette Woman's club has set itself 
to this task and expects to do it well. Mem- 
bers of the club think the suburbs should 
have a better class of servant girls than 
that which works in Chicago, and if their 
experiment is a success they will ask women 
in other suburbs to follow their example. 

Mrs. I. R. Adkins, who first proposed the 
plan, obtained her inspiration from a frank 
talk with a girl employed in her house. 
When she asked the girl why it was servants 
did not try to become cultured and educated 
she was told they had no opportunity, were 
not able to meet cultured people, had no 
home of their own and no privileges in the 
homes where they worked. These and other 
grievances set forth led Mrs. Adkins to 
propose that the Woman’s club undertake 
to work out the emancipation of the ser- 
vants. | 

The plan was adopted and a meeting 
will be held next Thursday to organize a 
working girls’ club.. The entertainments in 
the fashionable homes are to follow. Mrs. 
S. R. Adkins was appointed chairman of a 
committee to arrange for the meeting.

BROKERS SCORED. 
BI THEIR PASTOR 


Wilmette Clergyman Tells 
Board of Trade Members 
of Congregation They 
Are Robbers. 


RISKS AS BAD AS DUELS. 


Pastor Walker Declares That 
Wealth Obtained by Specu- 
lation Is Wealth 
Stolen. 


DETROIT STEAL THE TEXT. 


* 


“ Robber ”’ and gambler were among the 
harsh words applied to speculators yesterday 
by the Rev. William H. Walker, pastor of the 
First Congregational Church of Wilmette. 
In the speaker’s audience were many Board 
of Trade operators and real estate dealers. 
As the sermon progressed the men under 
fire became uneasy and glanced towards the 
door as if to leave. For some time Mr. 
Walker has not been in sympathy with his 
congregation, which is made up largely of 
wealthy persons. Two weeks ago he re- 
signed, but the resignation was not accepted. 
The sermon was inspired by the, recent 
escapades of Banker Frank C. Andrews of 
Detroit, whom he quoted as saying: Human 
life is too short for the slow process of 
thrift.“ 


Says Speculation Is Robbery. 

„ The man who makes a cent on the Board 
of Trade or elsewhere through some one’s 
loss is a robber. Wealth so gained is only 
wealth stolen,” was the broadside that 
caused the first wincing of the assembled 
brokers. | 
Some fortunes are made by thrift,” con- 
tinued the speaker. There are men who 
are worth a fortune to society and succeed 
in collecting the debt. Thomas A. Edison, 
for instance, collected the debt. But many 
fortunes have been made, in whole or in part, 
through speculation. If the speculator does 
not get his return out of the expenditure of 
his own brain and brawn, where does he 
get it? Evidently out of other people’s 
brain and brawn. 

„But there are degrees of guilt in the 
matter. On the lowest level of depravity are 
Mr. Andrews and his like, who have not only 
endeavored to lay hold of what they have not 
earned, but have used other people’s money 
to carry out the program. The highway 
robber is a respectable citizen beside such 
a man. His operations are less harmful to 
society. 

„As for the speculator, he is accountable 
to his family, or at least to God, for the 
use even of his own capital. Prudential con- 
siderations are against him. Speculators 
who have made fortunes on the Board of 
Trade have usually died poor men. 


Likens It to Dueling. : 

Wealth so gained is only wealth stolen. 
If you gain, nine times out of ten your gain 
The traffic in 
options and futures is gambling. It is to 
legitimate commerce what dueling is to the 
lawful settlement of disputes. 

The man who makes a cent on the Board 
of Trade through some one’s loss is a rob- 
ber, even though that other consented to be 
robbed with a chance of robbing in his turn.“ 

Dr. Walker excludes one form of specula- 

tion from association with gambling, but 
says there is robbery even in real estate 
speculation. 

Bona fide investment in property, where 
there is a legitimate hope of a rise, is honor- 
able, he said. ‘‘ But the man who buys 
property and does not improve it, and blocks 
needed public improvements because he must 
spend a little money, is coming by his profits 
dishonestly.“ 
Another Pastor Deplores Speculation. 

„ From Farmer Boy to Millionaire; a 
Bankrupt Life,” was the title of another 
sermon that had for its inspiration the De- 
troit defaleation. The speaker, the Rev. 
David Beaton of the Lincoln Park Congrega- 
tional @hurch, said in part: 

„He that will save his life shall lose it is 
the teaching of Jesus; but it looks to me 
as if not only the press, the platform, and 
the schoolroom but the pulpit itself had 
entered into combination to teach the op- 
posite to the youth of our nation. Success 
of the baldest financial, material sort has 
been the one goal set before their straining 
eyes—the golden god set up for their wor- 
ship. 

„The minds and hearts of our youth have 
been wantonly debauched by this kind of 
teaching, and it is all so hideously, so in- 
sanely false. It is also so swiftly, so un- 
erringly the precursor of death to patriotism, 
to morality, and to the sweet, sane enjoy- 
ment of life. A wave, a deluge of material- 
ism is passing over us. 1 

„Let those who hold the place of public 
teachers quit the role of apostles of material- 
ism in the guise of financial success or we 
shall reap a swift harvest of sorrow and 
death.“ 

“A man cannot honestly make money in 
politics,” was the conclusion of Prank H. 
McCullough, who made an address in the 
First Congregational Church of Evanston in 
the morning.

KILLED IN CANNIBAL ISLE 


DETAILS OF MASSACRE OF FRENOR 

PARTY IN NEW GUINEA. 

Survivor of the Attack on Paris Scien- 
tiie Expedition on the Night of Jan. 
1 Writes the Story—Visitors Wel- 
comed by Natives, but When Sleep- 
ing Camp Is Attacked by Hundreds 
of Men — Baron Villars, Count de 
Saint Romy, and 27 Others Killed. 


PARIS, Feb. 16.—La Patrie today publishes 
a letter received from its correspondent, M. 
Rouyer, a survivor of the massacre of a 
French scientific mission by cannibals at 
Sileraka, New Guinea, on Jan. 1, 

M. Rouyer relates that the yacht Salvatti, 
with the mission on board, had anchored off 
the coast of New Guinea, and that several of 
the explorers landed. After an apparently 
friendly reception from the natives the latter 
treacherously attacked them during the 
night, murdering twenty-five of the party, 
including Baron Villars, Count de Saint 
Romy, and MM. Hagenbock and Vriesand, 
wounding thirty-three, Including the writer 
of the letter, the chief of the mission, and 
another Frenchman named Reimer. 

M. Rouyer writes: We were all sleeping 
peacefully, when there was a great uproar, 
and we were attacked by hundreds of na- 
tives carrying torches. Several of us were 
felled to the ground with clubs, hachets, and 
spears. Others were overpowered, carried 
away, and bound to trees. 

J was among this number. I received a 
blow on the head from a club and fainted. 
When I recovered consciousness, at 5 o’clock 
in the morning, I found myself tied hand 
and foot and surrounded by savages, who, 
believing me to be dead, were keeping me 
for themselves. : 

„I saw the body of Baron Villars near me 
bound to a tree. The Count de Saint Remy 
had been decapitated and his head stuck on

The savages were about to cut him up. 
I was afraid to move. 
My head hurt me dreadfully. All around 
me the ground was strewn with corpses. 
Suddenly a. great clamor arose, followed 
by a fusillade. I opened my eyes and saw 
Dr. Foriter and the remainder of the mis- 
sion from the yacht firing on the cannibals. 
I shouted and the rescuers ran to me and 
cut the bonds which bound me to the tree, 
The cannibals fled, leaving thirty-two dead. 
The clothes of M. Veyes were found, bug 
his body was missing.

This law has operated to reduce the num- 
ber of widows who draw a pension from the 
government and to put a stop to fraudulent 
practice, as it was not intended by Congress 
that pensions should be paid under such cir- 
cumstances.

A hospital car will be attached to each 
train leaving Fort Sheridan on Thursday 
with the members of the Twenty-ninth Regi- 
ment,. which has been ordered to the Phil- 
Irhines.

"PHONE SERVICE 18 WORSE 


“PARTY” LINES TANTALIZING TO 
THE SUBSCRIBERS. 


Said That Complaints Are Followed by 

. @ Call from an Agent of the Com- 
pany and an Invitation to Put In a 
Higher-Priced Instrument — Some 
Relief Since the Agitation Began— 
Work ot the Council committee 
Citizens Tell of Annoyance. 


— 


Users of the ten-party line telephones on 
the Blue,” Black,“ Green, and other 
colored exchanges have been complaining 
for some time that the service given them 
was deteriorating. Many of the subscribers 
believe this is done purposely to force them 
to adopt four-party lines, which cost 10 cents 
to Operate instead of the nickel for the ten- 
party line phone. 

It is said that when complaints of poor 
service are made by subscribers of the 
*phenes on the Green or similar circuits 
a visit from an agent of the company follows 
in a short timé. The agent explains in a 
plausible way that much better facilities are 
given by four-party Unes, and advises that 
they be installed. If the subscriber really 
needs the telephone for any great amount 
of service this often brings a new order to 
the agent. If it does not, it has been re- 
marked that the service becomes more 
faulty on the old line. 

The recent agitation over telephone serv- 
ice has caused a wonderful bracing up in 
many parts of the city, particularly in Hyde 

Park and Kenwood. This is taken as proof 

that the fault with the system really lies in 
the offices of the exchanges and can be reme- 
died by employing more operators. 


Experiences of Subscribers. 

A few experiences of South-Siders follow: 

S. Abrams, 3403 Forest avenue—The serv- 
ice is getting worse instead of better. The 
operator seems to make no effort at all to 
get a number when it is called for. Then 
there are so many cutting in when one is 
talking that an uninterrupted conversation 
is rare. The service has been worse since 
the telephone company has been promoting 
the four-party lines. 

Mrs. T. F. Adland, 198 Oakwood boulevard 
—We have had bad treatment for some time. 
Frequently we cannot get a number, try as 
hard as we will. The operator is either in- 
different or too busy to give proper attention 
to calls. I called up a shop recently and 
was talking when some ofie cut in on the 
line and I lost the connection. The girl re- 
fused to connect the line again, and, of 
course, I had to lose the nickel. This is not 
an uncommon case. 

G. F. Fisher Jr., 4505 Lake avenue—There 
seems to be a different class of operators 
on these party Mne telephones than on the 
others. I must say the service has improved 
recently and it is possible to get along with 
it now. It looks as though they were getting 
more help in the exchanges.

BRUISES ON DEAD BOY’S FACE 
AROUSE SUSPICION. 


Stepmother Arrested a Few ; Months 
Ago, It Is Said, for Cruelly Treating 
: the Lad—Brother of Deceased Com- 

municates His Doubts to Stock- 

Yards Station — Markes Alleged to

When the Rural Home and School for 
Boys is completed Chicago will be far ahead 
of New York or any other city in the country 
in caring for the children of the streets and 
thereby preventing a great deal of the crime 
of the next generation.“ Thus spoke Jacob 
A. Riis, the well-known New York sociolo 
gist, in discussing yesterday the movement 
recently started by Judge Tuthill. 

Tou people of Chicago are taking hold 
of this question with a wonderful grasp of 
It was 
only two years ago that it was brought to 
your attention forcibly, and every bit of 
progress has been along good lines. You 
have the Juvenile Court, presided over by 
Judge Tuthill, of whom we have learned 
much that is praiseworthy; a truants’ school 
lately established; a live movement toward 
small parks and playgrounds, and now this 
country school for reclaiming boys of the 
slums before they have their weaknesses de- 
veloped into criminal traits. 


Tenement Law Needed. 


“One thing more is needed in Chicago be- 
fore you have done everything that is possi- 
ble at present. That is a good, well enforced 
tenement law. The true reform of the slums 
must begin in the homes. 

In New York we are just starting the 
Juvenile court, and for years we have been 
trying to secure a boys’ school on just the 
lines of the Commercial club plan. But 
things move slower there than in Chicago. 
For nine years we had the right to use 
$1,000,000 yearly for small parks before the 
officials were stirred up sufficiently to take 
hold and spend the money. 

“There is no doubt but that the way to 
engage with the problem of crime in a large 
city is not to punish the criminal so much 
as to reclaim him before he begins to sin, 
Children of the slums are born with a ten- 
dency to an evil life as some are born sub- 
ject to the ravages of tuberculosis. Superin- 
tendent Brockway of the Elmira reforma- 
tory, in New York tells us that three-fourths _. 
of the boys and youths sent there are not 
primarily wicked, but devoid of moral sense, 
They lack-training, and the absence of good 
environment has everything to do with the 
lives they lead. 


Check Criminal Tendency. 


The child of the gutter has no associations 
but the street, and his first amusement is te 
play being arrested, for that is something 
he learns early. Exposed to the society of 


his criminal career develops apace. Just 
send him to a reformatory or jail, and pen 
him up with thieves, brand him as one of 
them, and his character is fixed. Mischief 
laps over. into crime easily at this stage of 
the boy’s development. 

„On the other hand, take the same child 
when he ts merely mischievous and put him 
in this school Chicago is to have. Surround 
him with every good influence, teach him 
that which he ought to know to develop his 
brain, and let him learn a craft, and 90 per 
cent of the boys in the school will turn out 
good citizens. Chicago is indeed to be con- 
gratulated om having a progressive body of 
men like the Commercial club to take up this 
school, and it is getting at the reform move- 
ment in the only practicable way.’ 


Regrets Night School Closing. 


r. Riis was much disappointed to learn 
Poe: “he lack of funds had caused the Board 
of Education to close the night schools. He 
declared that the night schools reached the 
people where the greatest good was done. 

A lecture tour lasting six weeks and ex- 
tending through Kansas, has just been com- 
pleted by Mr. Riis. Everywhere he found 
people taking up the study of sociology, and 
large audiences greeted him where formerly 
he could not secure a corporal’s guard to 
listen. He praised the Consumers leagué 
and the rural mail delivery as being great 
agents for the betterment of mankind. 

With the purchaser of goods pledged — 
against the sweatshop, the sweatshop must 
go, he holds, and the spreading of this move- 
ment will do more than any law to better 
this condition in the slums, The rural free 
delivery, Mr. Riis thinks, will keep the young 
people of the country at home and in a meas- 
ure check the great movement to the cities, 
where they swell the unemployed hordes 
which cause the authorities so much trouble 


to care for.

ARIS, Feb. 5.—The public 
works appropriation, which 
sets aside $120,000,000 for 
canal, bridge, and port im- 
provements, has passed the 
Chambers and will pass the 
Senate, throwing this enor- 
mous sum of money into the 
hands of the government for 
election purposes. The 
measure is a wild, reckless 
one from a financial point of 
view, the finances of the 
country being already in 
such a state as to cause 
serious alarm. 

An enormous deficit con- 
fronts the treasury. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau, while a 
strong statesman, is a de- 
plorable financier. He is a 
reckless spender. He has in his private 
career, it has been estimated, made millions 
as a lawyer, yet the failure of a well known 
dressmaker revealed Mme. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, the Premier's wife, among the heaviest 
debtors, and there are other outstanding 
bills against the statesman impossible to 
collect. 
This reckless expenditure of money in pri- 
vate life has been repeated tn state affairs, 
The succession of the present ministry will 


inherit bankruptcy, and this is one reason 
why the government remains undisturbed, 


no one caring to take up the succession. 


Giving Waldeck-Rousseau all credit for 


calming the streets and remaining in power, 
it is impossible for any one well informed in 


| financial matters not to realize that the 


deficit is the result of reckless extravagance 
in the management of public affairs and 
abuse of the secret funds. : 

Unlike England, France has had no war to 
drain resources, and, unlike Germany, no 
business. crisis toimpoverish her. The money 
has poured in and out of a badly managed 
Finance department.

the greatest parti in France, or hobnob with 
the women of the artistic world. Americans 
are exceedingly fond of going to the Elysée 


Palace tea, because of the cosmopolitan 
aspect of the salons and a great deal of dis- 


play in the matter of service. 
These are the greatest places for tea-drink- 


ing in Paris, but there are at least a dosen 


others less pretentious, 4:1 well patronized. 
While tea-drinking is a new habit among 
the French, the gouter,”’ or habit of eating 
something at 4 o'clock is an old one, The 
tasting at 4 o'clock used to consist of 


à cake, a sandwich, or a little hot paté, with 


a glass of Madéira or some sweet wire. 
Some women went so far as to indulge ina 
cup of chocolate, but ne one ordered tea. 
Today cakes and patés are neglected for 
buttered muffins or toast and Madeira fo 
tea. 

People of the lower classes still consider 
tea a medicine, and an American woman 
who offered tea instead of coffee to her 
servants in the morning was served notice 
by theminabody. They thought she intend- 
ed to poison them. In Paris servants are 
commencing to learn to make tea, but it has 
been uphill work for English and American 
women to teach them.

W. L. BROWN SAYS CAPACITY OF 
MINES WILL BE TAXED. 


Industries Demand Treatment of 25,- 
9000, 000 Tons of Ore, According to 
President of American Shipbuild- 


ing Company, Who Declares Activi- 


ty Is Not the Result of Speculation, 
but Appears to Be Healthy — Big 
Firms All Behind in Orders. 


Production of iron ore in the lake region 
will exceed 25,000,000 tons if it meets the 
demands of consumers, according to Presi- 
dent W. L. Brown of the American Ship- 
‘building company, who fears only the facili- 
ties for transportation. 


“The weak point is the transportation 


facilities from the dock to the furnaces,”’ | 


said Mr. Brown yesterday. The railroads 
have not enough cars and locomotives. Never 
in my long experience in the iron trade have 
I seen such a condition of affairs as exists 


today. The demand for material is such that | 


the trade is actually congested. Corpora- 
tions, which would seem to have the call for 
a supply of coke, are running with half their 
furnaces idle because the coke cannot be 
produced as rapidly as it is required by the 
furnaces of the country. : 


Offer Cash for Quick Work. 


In the iron part of our business we have 
calls for metal which we cannot fill, and so 
plentiful is money among our customers that 
we have offers to pay cash with 
orders if the 6rders can be filled. 

A day or two ago theshipyards had three 
contracts in view for steamers to come out 


late next fall: Before signing the contracts 
we decided for safety to find out what we 


could expect in the way of steel. We found 
that the steel for the boats could not be fur- 
nished in time for their construction this 
season. Of course, the contracts were not 
closed, for vesselmen do not care to contract 
for boats they will not get until the spring 
of 1908. Structural iron orders now cannot 
be delivered at the best before November

It is suggested that 
the cost to the government would be about 
the same as at present, or possibly a little 
less, and there would be advantage in re- 
lieving the department of the burden of ap- 
pointing carriers. It js urged, further, under 
the prgposed system, the contractors would 
d according to the length of their 
routes instead of a flat salary all around, as

in imitation of butter. It is not denied that 
butter is\colored, but it is claimed that the 
color of golden yellow is abutter trade mark 
not to be infringed upon. Oleo is produced 
much cheaper than butter, and when sold 
in competition with butter the tendency is 
to reduce the price of butter and to afford 
the manufacturers of oleo an unreasonable 
profit. The main contention is that consum- 
ers of butter are entitled to. know what they 
are buying and what they are using.—Sioux 
City Journal. 


Cotton Seed Protests.

merely communicable,“ Boden was not 
allowed to land; at least he was isolated in 
hospital with a view to early deportation. 
While the question of his being allowed to en- 
ter was being discussed hig child died and 
that, of course, ended the question of the 
contagiousness of consumption as far as 
Boden was concerned; but it would be non- 
sensical to suppose that it closed the ques- 
tion.—_New Orleans Times-Democrat.

No Cuban Republic Yet. 

The proposition of Representative New-.

LOST IN MYSTERIOUS CAVE 


CALEB JOHNSON WANDERS FOUR 


DAYS AND NIGHTS.

Micatseippt River Pilot Tries to Ex- 
plore the Strange Caverh at St. 
Genevieve, Mo. — Enters Monday 
Morning, Becomes Lost, and After 
Walking Until Thursday Afternoon 
Discovers an Exit — Found by a 
Farmer Nearly Dead from Hunger. 


Redbud, III., Feb. 16.—[Speclab ]- For four 
days and four nights, in the depths of the 
earth, wandering in 
through winding gorges, crawling on hands 
and knees through slimy passages in the 
jagged rocks, halting at times on the brink 
of precipices, growing faint from hunger, and 
almost crazy from hardships which he was 
forced to endure are a few of the experi- 
ences that befell Caleb Johnson, Mississippi 
River pilot, when he attempted last week 
to explore the mysteries of Dead Man’s 
Cave, at St. Genevieve, 
river from this point. 

The cave-remains as much a mystery as 
ever, for Johnson was without a light for 
most of the way, and has no idea today how 
far or where he wandered. He only knows 
that he entered the cave in Simms, in the 
bank of the river, on Monday morning, and 
that on Thursday afternoon a farmer found 
him in a sink hole on his farm four miles 
Crom the, entrance. 

False. 


Proves Tradition 


Johnson accomplished nothing, save, per- 
haps, to take away the superstition that no 
one could go far into the cave and come out 
alive. 

Such has always been the reputation of 
Simms’ Hollow, or Dead Man's Cdve, and 
it has been borne out by the disappearance 
of not less than four venturesome men, if 
the tradition of the town is true, who went 
in to explore and failed to return. 

Johnson was equipped with everything 
that a man could carry which wouid serve 
to make such a trip easy. When he came to 
the mysterious river which runs through 
the cavern he embarked in a canoe to cross 
the stream. The current was swift, and 
when he effected a landing on the other side 
he was far from the point of entrance. 

Tying his canoe, Johnson started out to 
explore the grim darkness. After several 
hours of exploration he returned to the river, 
but could not find his canoe, as it had be- 
come unfastened and drifted away. He first 
endeavored to swim the river, but failed. 
He then started along the banks of the 
stream, but was soon lost in the impenetra- 
ble darkness, the rays of his lantern bein 
unable to pierce the gloom. 


Searching Party Fails. 

On Tuesday a party started out to rescue 
the explorer, but after an all day’s fruit- 
less search of the cavern returned. 

The oil in Johnson’s lantern gave out on 
Tuesday night, and, after that he was in 
absolute darkness. Still following the river, 


keeping in touch with it by the noise of the 


rapidly running water, Johnson walked all 
that night with no signs of a place of exit. 


Day followed day, and at last when he had 
given up all hope of rescue he came to a turn 
and saw ahead a glimmer of light. Crawl- 


ing down a narrow passage he emerged into 
the open air and lay faint from exhaustion, 
helpless in a hollow, where he was found late 
on Thursday afternoon by a farmer, who 
conveyed him to a house in the neighbor- 
hood, where he is being treated for the nerv- 
ous shock caused by his terrible experience.

In swearing out the warrants in these 
cases Detective Silcox said that Sarah 
Brown, Abe Leonard, Jennie Cohen, Morris 
Goldberg, and Bertha Leonard committed 
willful and corrupt perjury during the trial 
of the case of Sarah and Morris Brown, 
plaintiffs against the Union Traction com- 
pany. They had sued to recover damages

MARCONI THEORY MAYBE 
USED IN SURGERY CASES. 


Doctor Avoids Use of Anaesthetics by 
Short Circuiting a Nerve, Prevent- 
ing Sensations Reaching the Brain. 


New York, Feb. 16.—[Special.]—Short cir- 
cuiting a herve and so preventing sensation 
from reaching the brain is the theory of a 
new discovery made by Dr. C. C. Carroll of 
this city. The discovery is regarded as a 
substitute for the use of anesthetics. The 
discovery of the wave theory of electrical 
transmission led to the discovery of the 
possibility of short circuiting a nerve. 

Dr. Carroll took up the subject of oscilla- 
tions along the nerves and experimented 
until he found that the rate of oscillations 
is approximately 300,000 per second. Mar- 
cont has found that wireless telegraphing 
requires 800,000 oscillations per second. 

A practical application of the theory of 
short circuitirig a nerve popularly compre- 
hensible would be for the reader to imagine 
a gi electrode V shaped to fit under 
the chin, with the ends pressing against 
the skin just back of the ears. No incision 
is necessary to form the connection between 
the electrode and the ganglia. 

Connection is also made with the patient's 
hand or feet. The oscillator is then set in 
motion. The nerve action is short circuited 
because the oscillations of the eiectric cur- 
rent are the same as those of the nerve 
current, and all sensation is cut off from the 
brain. Only the sensatory nerves are af- 
fected. Voluntary muscular action is left 


normal. 

As no sensation reaches the drain no pain 
is perceptible, and that is the one great 
value of the discovery. Short circuiting 


) will. allow of the performance of surgical 


tions, particularly on extremities and 
3 surfaces of the body without 
pain to the patient and without the necessi- 
ty of putting the patient under the influence 
of an anzsthetic.

NATIONAL GABLE URGED 


COMMITTEE FAVORS LINE ACROSS 
THE PACIFIC. 


Report Drafted by Representative 
Corliss Strongly Recommends Gov- 
ernment Ownership of Submarine 
Telegraph System to Hawallan Is- 
lands—Success of Great Britain Is 
Cited — Experts Declare Project a 
Practical One, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—The report 
by the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce recommending the pass- 
age of the bill introduced by Representative 
Corliss providing for government ownership 
of a Pacific cable says that the United States, 
by the annexation of Hawaii and the acquisi- 
tion of the Philippines and other islands 
through the ratification of the Paris treaty, 
assumed the responsibility of maintaining 
peace in the Pacific ocean. 

This obligation, the report says, was de- 
liberately undertaken by this country and 
> ptr ve by the united voice of the people. 


The future peace and prosperity of these 
islands will largely depend upon the facili- 
ties extended by our government for the ad- 
vancement and enlightenment of the people 
there. If we are to continue in control of 
these islands the people must be made to 
understand the character and purpose of our 
government and to feel the benefits of en- 
lightened civilization and American liberty. 
This can be accomplished through the medi- 
um of cable communications. The advance- 
ment of our own people and the benefit of 
rapid communication through the telephone, 
telegraph, and railway lines, illustrate the 
advantages and the progress that may be 
achieved through cable messages.”’ : 


Success of English Cables. 


Regarding government ownership of ca- 
bles, Mr. Corliss says England for fifty years 
has been constantly acquiring, by purchase 
and construction, cable communication with 


her vast possessions untib she has expended 


upwards of $100,000,000 for this purpose and 
— her own cables connecting her colo- 
es. 

England is now constructing a Pacific ca- 
ble from Vancouver to Australia at a cost 
of nearly $9,000,000, and, in order to give her 
tradesmen and manufacturers the benefit 
of this communication at the least possible 
expense, has fixed arate of two shillings, or 
50 cents, per word for cable messages from 
Vancouver to New Zealand. 
France, Germany, and other nations are 
not sleeping upon their rights, as the people 
of the United States have been,“ comments 
Mr. Corliss, but are establishing govern- 
ment telegraphic communication with their 
respective possessions. 5 

I therefore contend that the Pacific cable 
should be owned, controlled, and operated 
by the government of the United States. It 
should be made by an American manufactur- 


er, laid by an American ship under the Amer- 


ican flag, and operated at actual cost for the 
dissemination of knowledge, the proper di- 
rection of our army and navy, and the ad- 
vancement of our trade and commerce in the 
Pacific. The transmission of communication 
should be held by the state. 

“The right to construct and operate the 
Pacific cable is a public utility or franchise 
held by the people. Its control is an inherent 
right of the nation; its construction and oper- 
ation necessarily will become, for a great 
many years, a monopoly and should not be 
transferred from the control of the people.” 


Work Possible and Practical.

A 
complete survey has been made by our navy 
at the expense of at least $500,000 to our 
people, and a route established extending 
from California to Hawaii, Guam, Wake, 
or Midway, and the Philippine Islands. 
There is no longer any doubt as to the prac- 
ticability of this project from a technical and 
engineering point of view. 

In conclusion the report says: Every 
part of the world has been enlightened by 
cable lines except the Pacific Ocean. This 
vast body of water, under the control of our 
government, seems to be the one dark spot 
on the face of the earth, and for the want 
of a cable the gem of the Pacific, the Ha- 
wallan Islands, a part of our own country, 
are left in darkness, seven days behind the 
rest of the world.“ 

The vote authorizing a favorable report of 
the bill stood eight for and seven against. 
Two members—Mann and Davis—favorable 
to the bill, were absent, and since then two 
of the members—Lovering and Wanger—who 
voted against the bill in the committee, have 
signed the report in favor of the passage of 
the bill, suggesting an amendment authoriz- 
ing the purchase of the cable contracted for 
between California and Hawaii. The mi- 
nority of the committee oppose government 
ownership and favor the proposals of the

PRESIDENT ELIOT TO MAKE 


Head of Harvard University Will Cross 
Continent, Stopping in Chicago and 
Many Other Cities and Towns. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 16.—[Special. }—Presi- 
dent Eliot of Harvard University on Tues- 
day will start on an extended Western trip, 
which was originally planned to be uninter- 
rupted across the country and back, but 
the anticipated presence in Cambridge of 
Prince Henry; has been met by a rearrange- 
ment of the itinerary, so that President Eliot 
can return and greet the guest from Ger- 
many. 

President Eliot will make two tours, speak- 
ing at the celebrations of higher educational 
institutions, and before clubs representative 
of graduates who have worn the crimson. 
First, he will go as far West as St. Louis, 
being absent for two weeks and traveling 
approximately 2,500 miles. He will be at 
home on March 6, then express trains will 
hurry him to the Pacific coast, and he will 
then take the Southern route eastward, the 
tour occupying five weeks and covering 7,000 
miles. 

Taking the trips together, the President of 
Harvard will journey 10,000 miles in seven 
weeks, visit sixteen cities and towns in 
twelve States, and deliver thirty addresses 
at college exercises and college club dinners.

MEErs NEEDS OF IOWA GUARD. 


Adjutant General Byers and Governor 
Cummins Both Favor Putting Mili- 
tia on Army Footing. 


Adjutant General Byers of Iowa expressed 
his views as follows: 

The Iowa guard is organized the same as 
the regular army, but the deficiency is in 
equipment of arms and stores. At the pres- 
ent time we can secure only ordnance and 
Quartermaster’s stores. We ought to be per- 
mitted to draw any stores issued to the regu- 
far army. The guard should be provided 
with the same arms used by the regular 
troops and without cost to the State. 

The bill before the House of Representa- 
tives, known as the Dick bill, meets our 
needs exactly. If it shall become a part of 
the federal statutes the defects in the guard 
system will have been remedied to the fuil 
extent to which the best military minds of 


the country can suggest such remedies. 


“It is practically the unanimous belief of 
the officers of the guard in all the States that 
the organization should be taken out of poli- 
tics and kept out. Local political conditions 
and local prejudices sometimes prevent the 
<alling out of the militia even though the de- 
struction of life and property call for the 
interference of the military. We want no 
repetition, for instance, of the Chicago strike 
situation, when the Governor refused to call 
out the troops to suppress a mob, and Prest- 
dent Cleveland was compelled to exercise 
doubtful authority to that end. 


„ We want the Secretary of War to have : 


authority to detail regular army officers to 
duty with the State troops on request of the 
Governor, and particularly do we want him 
authorized to provide for participation by 
any part of the organized militia, on request 
of the Governor, in the encampment and ma- 
neuvers and field instruction of any part of 
the regular army. at or near any military 
post, the militia so participating to receive 
the same pay, subsistence, and transporta- 
tion provided for the officers and men of the 
regular army. is 

“We want the guard kept intact at all 
times—that is: we want such a law as will 
permit a company or regiment to volunteer 
as an organization in case of war, retaining 
its officers, and with promotions in the hands 
and at the pleasure of the Governor of the 
State. 

„The commanding officers of the Iowa 
guard are almost unanimous in the opinion 
that no person over 40 years of age should 
receive a Captain’s commission, and, along 
this line, the provisions of the Dick billas a 
whole are acceptable to Iowa military men. 
The commissioning of men as Colonel after 
they have passed the age of 55, as Lieutenant 
Colonel after 50, as Major after 45, as First 
Lieutenant after 35, and as Second Lieu- 
tenant after they have reached 30 is, as we 
believe, against the best interests and the 
greatest efficiency of the militia. 

“As to what we want and expect of the 
_/general government, I would say that it is 
f the hope of the Iowa commanders that the 
annual appropriation made by seotion 1,661 
of the Revised Statutes, as amended, may 
be made available for the purpose of pro- 
viding any and all supplies from any depart- 
ment of the regular army for issue to the or- 

anized militia.“ 

Cummins, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Iowa National Guard: “ There should 
be no difference of opinion on this matter. 
The militia should be the great reserve back 
of the regular army and subject to the com- 
mand of the President of the United States. 
I believe it should be put on an equal footing 
with the regular army as to equipment and 
opportunity for betterment, and any bill in- 
- tended to bring these things about should not 


be lacking in supporters.” 


WISCONSIN FAVORS THE BILL. 


Adjutant General Boardman Says Meas- 
ure Will Increase Efficiency of 
All Organizations. 


’ adjutant General C. R. Boardman of Wis- 
aes expressed. sympathy with the bill 
now before Congress. He said: 2 

„ am heartily in favor of — —— de- 
tore Congress which proposes ncrease 
the efficiency of the National Militia by 
placing it on the same basis as the regular 
army. At the meeting of the National Guard 
officers of this State in Milwaukee last week 
resolutions were adopted indorsing it, and 
urging the Wisconsin members to support 
it. The bill aims to bring. about by national 
law what many of the States are doing by 
choice and according to their own ideas, 
and while Wisconsin has little need of such 
legisiation I recognize the fact that only 
good can result from placing the militia 
under the inspection of the War department 
and bringing about uniformity in the or- 
ganization.” 

Wisconsin National Guardsmen say there 
is the greatest difference in the efficiency 
and equipment of the militia of the different 
States. The Wisconsin organization is in the 
best of condition, and regular army officers 
who have inspected it say it is doubtful 
if any State can show a better record. Prac- 
tically all the regulations prescribed by the 
bill before Congress are covered by State 
laws. 

The Wisconsin National Guard consists 
of three regiments of infantry of twelve 
companies each, one separate battalion of 
four companies, one battery of field artil- 
lery with four guns, and one troop of caval- 
ry. All are in first-class condition and the 
discipline is favorably commented upon by 
inspectors. The size and standard of the 
guard is fixed by the Legislature and the 
officials of the Adjutant General’s office 
think the present militta adequate to the 
needs of the State. 

The State is Überal in its provisions for 
the guard, the annual appropriation for its 
maintenance being $125,000. Beyond the im- 
provement of Camp Douglas little is being 
done for the bettering of the service and 
but little else is considered necessary. In 
spite of the excellent condition of the Wis- 
consin Guard, however, the officers believe 
that the consciousness that in case of war 
the militia would go right into the service 
ot the country like the regular army without 
mustering will still further increase the 
efficiency and discipline of the organization. 


CONDITION OF INDIANA GUARDS. 


Commanding Officers Favor Equalizing 
Legislation, but Praise Their 
State’s Work. 


Commanding officers of the Indiana Na- 
tional Guard say they will welcome any 
national legislation looking to the equalizing 
of the military forces of the government and 
ot the various States, yet they believe the 

Guard of Indiana is at present of as high 

@ standard as is possible in a State militia 

organization. With one exception of the 

arm of the infantry; the Indiana National 

Guard is now equipped throughout the same 

as the regular army. 

“The Indiana General Assembly of 1901,“ 
said one of the commanders of that State, 
“enacted a law reorganizing the guard on 
the game basis as the United States regu- 
jars. There are now three full regiments of 
infantry and two batteries. The fourth regi- 
ment is not recruited to the full strength, 

» but there are in the hands of the Adjutant 

General enough applications to complete the 

fourth regiment when the State officials de- 

Wire to take that step. The fact that the 
guard of Indiana was mustered into the 
regular service at the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American war permitted of complete re- 
Organization last March, with entire new 
equipment. It also resuited in securing as 
commissioned and staff officers men who 
eerved during the Spanish-American war— 
in fact, 75 per cent of the present officers 
service during that period. This fact 
pve regard as of great value to the guard.“ 

Adjutant General John R. Ward, who was 
@ GBecond Lieutenant in the regiment of 
which Governor W. T. Durbin was Colonel, 
és pleased with the present militia organiza- 
tion under his charge. The General Assem- 
dly almost doubied the appropriation for the 


maintenance of the State Guard and General

Brigadier General William J. McKee, com-

in the line of possible assistance from the 
government. He states that unless the State 
troops are armed in the same manner as the 
regulars there is little use of attempting to 
equalize the State and federal troops. 


VIEWS OF ILLINOIS OFFICERS. 
Colonel Bliss, Colonel Stuart, Colonel 


Moriarity, and Others Discuss 
Needs of Militia. 


In IIunois Colonel E. R. Bliss, Judge Ad- 


vocate General; Colonel James E. Stuart, 


Commanding Second Infantry; Colonel 


Daniel Moriarity of the Seventh; and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel F. O. Lowden of the First 
Infantry, were interviewed: , 

Colonel Bliss said: I I do not see how it can 
concern the National Guard whether the 
government has a reserve force or not. I do 
not believe that men now enlisted in the 
National Guard will be permitted to with- 
draw to enter the volunteer enrollment with- 
out good reason. There was some difference 
of opinion on this point, however, in the con- 
vention. I believe and I said, when the ques- 
tion was up, that I did not think the bill 
susceptible of construction so as to let the 
volunteer force be enrolled at the expense 
of the militia. I don't believe that any mili- 
tiaman in Illinois will be allowed to enroll 
himself in the volunteers without good rea- 
son. If it were otherwise, the object of the 
bill would be evaded. | 

“The present force of the militia of the 
United States is about 125,000. With the 
addition of the volunteers this could be raised 


to 250,000, which is evidently what the gov- 


ernment wants. It would not increase the 
available citizen soldiery to any extent if the 
same men were enrolled in both bodies. 

At stands to reason that the national gov- 
ernment, rather than deplete the Nationa) 
Guard, which becomes a federal force under 
the bill, would do all it could to discourage 
retiring from the militia. 

“If it had the power I suppose there is 
little doubt that the National Guard would 
pass the bill without the volunteer section. 
The bill as a whole is satisfactory. The 
volunteer section was the idea of the War 
department. The provision for officering the 
volunteers is not quite satisfactory to men 
who have political interests at stake. They 
think the States may be deprived under it of 
their right to officer their own troops. There 
is a feeling among some of the miliamen that 
the regular army officials, who pass upon 
the qualifications of ‘these volunteer officers. 
will favor the regular army. : ; 

Fair Proposition for States. 

** My contention is that if the United States 

vernment will fit and equip the National 

uard, give opportunity for it to drill in the 
regular army encampments, and allow its 
Officers to attend the regular army schools, 
the States can well afford to give the na- 
tional government 100,000 men apportioned 
among them. The States can afford to let 
the national government have its way in re- 
turn for so much. : 

“ The critics of the bill who say that the 
chance of the volunteer force being called 
on is so remote as to make the expense 
unwarranted, should remember that the 
chance for the volunteers is no more re- 
— than our chance of trouble abroad or at 

me. 

The payment of $10 to each of the 100,000 


volunteers does not amount to so much as 


Appears at first sight. The 100,000 volun- 
teers will be scattered all over the States. 
At the end of a year, when the men are 
called on to report, they must do so in 
person, according to the bill. Now, the fed- 
eral government is not going to kéep an en- 
rollment officer in every country town. If 
he were stationed in Chicago or at Fort 
Sheridan, probably the $10 would be quite 
an incentive for the Chicago volunteers to 
report, but it would scarcely pay the carfare 
and lose of time of the country volunteers. 
When the expense is cast up I believe it 
will be found that $10 is not a big payment 
for the service. Few will know they ever 
got $10. _ 
“The standard of the Illinois National 
Guard is as high now as that of any State 
of the union. Outside of a few regiments, 
of course, the men are scattered so that it 
is not possible to have more than a company 
Grill often, and it is difficult to get them 
together. But the regiments are just as 
good and are made up largely of the same 
men as before the Spanish war. The militia 
bill is a long start in the way of putting 
the National Guard on its feet in a substan- 
tial way. It is a dignified offer to the men 
to come into the militia and stay in. If 
the bill is passed you will see as fine a body 
of men in I}linois as you will find in the 
world. Nothing is so much needed by the 
militia at present as unification. With this 
done and paid for by the federal government 
the States can provide for miany other things 
which the militia is in need of. I do not care 
to say what these needs are, because there 
is too much difference of opinion on them.” 


Good Men in Militia Now. 


Colonel Stuart, commanding officer of the 
Second Infantry, said: There is as good 
a class of young men in the militia now as 
before the Spanish war. The idea that the 
Illinois guard has degenerated into a social 
organization since the war is all wrong. In 
the Second Infantry there are no social or- 
ganizations that I know of. The officers of 
the. Second are nearly all men who served 
in the Spanish war, some of them in the 
ranks. There never has been such good be- 
havior or good discipline at encampments. 
The record of the men at rifle range is 120 
per cent above what is was before the war. 

But better arms and equipment are 
needed. The National Guard ought to be as 
well equipped as the regular army. Better 
armories are needed. These should be built 
by the State. Other States have constructed 
armories for their guardsmen, but there are 
none in Illinois. The only armory in Chi- 
cago approaching the requirements was built 
by private subscription. 

The bill before Congress brings the Na- 
tional Guard closer to the general govern- 
ment. The only ‘possible criticism, if there 
be any, is in the provision for a volunteér en- 
rollment. Some persons have thought that 
this may have a tendency to take men from 
the militia. It is also said that the possibil- 
ity of these volunteers being called on is 
remote. 

Something has got to be done, however. 
The main thing is to get the national gov- 
ernment to do something for the militia. It 
is supplied now with obsolete arms and 
equipment. Even Springfield rifies, with 
smokeless powder, would not be so bad, but 
the present equipment is out of date I un- 
derstand the Illinois Adjutant General has 
enough Krag-Jorgensen rifies on hand to 
supply three regiments now, but they cannot 
be given out because there are not enough 
to go around. It would excite jealousy to 
give them to part of the militia. 

“The citizen-soldiers are of more conse- 
quence than the regular army. Every war 
that amounts to anything in this country 
will be fought by the citizens. I believe 
volunteer regiments are superior to regular 
ones, anyway, if equally well equipped. See 
how the Canadian and Australian regiments 
showed up in the Boer war. They did all 
the work, but they were militia. The vol- 
unteers of 61 fought the greatest war in 
history. 

The States can provide only for so many 
men. There is a demand for volunteers for 


es. Two-thirds of our militiamen 


emergenci 
belong to the orgdnization because they 
think there Is a chance of their seeing active 
service. I do not believe the militia could be 
kept up if this incentive were taken away. 
“I tried to elminiate the bad features of 
the provision for officering the volunteers by 
suggesting that each State receive its pro 
rata share of officers from the eligibie list. 
It seems to me that does away with the ob- 
jections.

For it 
was believed that the special embassy would 
be invested with additional prestige by being 
headed by a former Premier. But the idea 


was abandoned when it was recalled to mind 


that Lord Rosebery is far from being per- 
sona grata in Japan, where the government 
and people have neither forgotten nor for- 
given his attitude when the coalition of 
Germany, Russia, and France compelled 
them to surrender the fruits of the victories 
in China. Japan

ae aan rate for moral support. But Lord 
Rosebery, who was Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs at the time, refused to raise even a 


finger in their behalf. 7

The Mikado will enjoy the distinction of 
being the only Asiatic and non-Christian 
Knight of the Ancient Order of the Garter. 
For in spite of all the influence which he 
has been able to bring to bear the present 
Sultan has never succeeded in obtaining the 
Order of the Garter, a neglect which he 
cruelly resents, and which is the source of 
much of his antagonism to England. The 
failute to accord this distinction to the Sul- 
tan must be ascribed to personal prejudice 
against him. For his uncle, the Sultan Abdul 
Assiz, and likewise the latter’s predecessor 
Sultan Abdul Mejid, were both Knights of 
the Garter, while the late Shah of Persia 
was also invested with the order on the 
occasion of his visit to Queen Victoria at 
Windsor, so that the refusal to accord the 
blue ribbon to the present rulers of Persia, 
of Turkey, and of China cannot be ascribed 
to any prejudice on the mere score of re- 


Widespread sympathy is ‘ felt for Lord 
Pauncefote in connection with the interna- 
tional controversy now raging with regard 
to his attitude at the time of the outbreak 
of the war between this country and Spain. 
For his own position as Ambassador seals 
his lips and prevents him from uttering one 
word in denial of the charges brought against 
him, while reasons of state and of inter- 
national policy deter both the State depart- 
ment et ashington and the English For- 
eign Office from making a clear and full ex- 
position of the case at the present time. 

Those, however, who. ate. endowed by 
nature with a little memory quality which 
so few seem to possess nowadays—may re- 
call the fact that Lord Pauncefote nearly 
ten years ago, at his own request, exchanged

blue ribbon of the British civil service for 
the post of British Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, prompted by sentiments of warm friend- 
ship and admiration for this country and 
with the avowed object of promoting the 
good feeling between the two great English- 
speaking powers of the world.

In order to understand just what this 
meant, it must be thoroughly explained that 
Washington was at that time looked 
by foreign diplomats as a species of Botany 
Bay, and even the smallest legations in Ru- 
rope were preferred to the mission in the 
national capital of the United States. In- 
deed, no more striking proof of this can be 
given than a brief review of the class of men 
who were accredited to this country prior to 
the arrival of Lord Pauncefote. They were 
nearly all of them men such as Roustan, 
whose record in Tunis was so unsavory that

affect wholesale lines. The usual quantities 
of goods are reported going out, and it is 
even a question if the country as a whole is 
not buying more liberally. Certainly the 
higher grades of goods only are wanted. 
Price disturbances during the week were 
inconsequential and all markets are quot- 
ably firm. On the metal markets ron and 
Steel says: Buying of iron and steel this 
week has been largely for the last half of the 
year. One reason for this, of course, is that 
consumers have provided so generally for 
their material during the first six months 
of 1902, that whatever new contracts a 
made are necessarily for more distant deli 
eries. Another reason is that there is more 
or less perturbation among some users as to 
the probable condition of the markets dur- 
ing the last half of the year. Consequently 
they are inclined to get under cover. Some 
makers are selling freely for their entiré 
year’s output. Others are discouraging these 
distantly maturing transactions or at least 


limiting them to moderate figures. And if |. 


a stray consumer who perchance has lost his 
head attempts to buy more material than he 
will probably need, he ubually encounters 
unequivocal refusal to sell. And in this con- 
nection if a homily were to be offered by 
any one it would probably assume the form 
that in the hands of the buyers lies their 
fate and also the fate of their trade. For the 
producers are doing their utmost to keep 
prices within present bounds. Frantic and 
inopportune buying would work general dis- 
aster to price stability. Prices have not 
varied notably during the week. An en- 
couraging and reassuring feature from the 
standpoint. of the consumer is that the 
makers who are satisfled to sell for distant 
shipments are not. asking any advance, in 
some instances closing at prices which are 
now quotable only nominally, premiums 
being the rule for current business.“ 


Coal Market in Good Shape. 


The coal market is reported in a generally 
satisfactory condition. The usual price re- 
ductions are expected on anthracite with 
the opening of the season. Last year’s 
policy will, it is believed, be continued, be- 
cause of its excellent results. April and 
May will doubtless see some active buying. 
The present inquiry is better than for the 
last six weeks. Rail and dock stocks have 
been greatly reduced, but no scarcity ex- 
ists. Less than half the usual receipts of 
bituminous from West Virginia arrived last 
week and trade was accordingly in large 
measure disorganized. In the West there 
has been a general lack of cars at mines 
and some mines have been running only 
about half time. The cars had become scat- 
tered and were not easily recalled. The 
brisk dem@nd continues during the earlier 
half of this week and premiums are not un- 
common, but with a softening of weather 
conditions a corresponding effect upon prices 
will be the natural result. 

Spring trade has already opened in lum- 
ber lines and demand for. both pine and 
hardwoods is active. Outside yards are re- 
ported poorly supplied and as largely draw- 
ing on city stocks. January business is said 
to have shown an advance of 2860 per cent 
over the same month last year, whileavith 
a maintenance of present ratio the 
increase will be about 40 per cent.

AND TONE IS STRONG. 


Prices Show Healthy Net Advances 
Over Previous Week—Order of In- 
ternal Revenue Department to Col- 
lect Taxes on Collateral Loans 

Hurts Brokers and Checks Rising

Many injurious insects were ex- 
cluded, the force of strong winds was broken, 
the rain sifted through in a soft spray, the 
temperature averaged several degrees 
warmer and was more uniform than outside, 
the hot sunlight was tempered, and the at- 
mosphere contained increased humidity. The 
plante grew in great luxuriance to the full 
height of the covering, and the leaves were 
peculiarly soft and fine. From 1,600 to 2,000 
pounds of tobacco to the acre was harvested, 
and it is claimed to be equal to the best Su- 
matra grown leaf for wrappers. A number 
of companies are preparing to try this 
method for raising Sumatra tobacco the 
coming season. As there is a duty of $1.85 
a pound on Sumatra wrapper tobacco the

Mr. Jacob A. Riis gave the people of Chi- 
cago both an encouragement and a warning 
in his lecture of night before last. “ Chica- 
go,” said Mr. Riis, “is fifty years behind 
New York in the rottenness and congestion 
of its ums.“ These are comfortable words. 
One always likes to feel that there are other 
people who are worse off. The comfort de- 
rived from the misery of others is no new 
thing in human nature. From the Roman 
poet who, while watching the half-wrecked 
hip struggling with the storm, had the de- 
light of feeling that he was safe on dry 
land to the crowd that finds an agreeable 
excitement in a fire there has always been 
@ conscious or unconscious pleasure in the 
prospect of a misfortune greater than one’s 
own.

ROWE’S INCOMPLETE ANSWER. 
Chairman Rowe does not in his letter 
printed yesterday fairly join issue with the 
one to which it purports to be an answer. 
He prefers to deal in personalities. Speaker 
Sherman is not now a candidate for office. 
When he shall become one it will be proper 
to discuss his qualifications. 

Mr. Rowe does not meet the accusations 
made against him. He denies that he 
signed as chairman ” the letter attributed 
to him, but he does not distinctly deny that 
jt was written upon the stationery of the 
State Central committee and had the ap- 
pearance of being an official! communication. 
He is, by courtesy, a member of the State 
Central committee and its chairman, and he 
must be aware that whatever action he may 
take in the direction of favoring one candi- 
date at the expense of another possesses 
more importance than if it had proceeded 
from him when occupying no official posi- 
tion. He is the representative on the eom- 
mittee of Governor Yates, and every polit- 
ical act of his is supposed to have the ap- 
proval of the Governor. 

That is the gist of the accusation against 
Mr. Rowe, and he does not sufficiently meet 
it by saying that he has not, “ as chairman,” 
signed a communication advocating the 
election of Congressman Hopkins, or ad- 
vising organization in his behalf. Mr. 
Rowe cannot divest himself of his character 
as chairman of the State Central committee. 
He cannot engage in politics as if he were 
not chairman. He cannot play the part of 


| Pooh Bah in Illinois politics and write some 


political letters in his-private capacity while 
others are written in his official capacity. 
Mr. Rowe admits he has sent out a number 
of communications advising “‘ discreet per- 
sons to organize their counties in the in- 
terest of Mr. Hopkins. In doing this he 
commits a grave impropriety. Whether he 
signs himself as chairman or not is imma- 
terial. Hs is chairman. Everybody knows 
it. His official character is imparted to his 
political conduct. His letters are manifest- 
ly unfair and injurious to party discipline. 
They might proceed from almost any other 
Republican with better grace than from 
him. 
With reference to the second count of the 
indictment against Mr. Rowe and the State 
administration—that which relates to the 


} levying of assessments on officeholders—the 


State chairman interposes a feeble defense. 
He has little to say by way of apology ex- 
cept that the people who bring the accusa- 
tion have been guilty of the offense they 
complain of. This is not an answer which 
will satisfy the people of Illinois. They are 
not content with the you're another ar- 
gument. Whoever has been guilty of levy- 
ing assessments on officeholders has encour- 
aged an evil practice which is subversive of 
good government and which cannot be too 


"severely condemned. It is destructive of 


the morale of the civil service. It invites 
laxness and infidelity in the administration 
of official trusts. It debauches those who 
pay and those who receive the money. It 
establishes new and false standards of effi- 
ciency in public employment. It puts up the 
offices for barter and sale, and encourages 
corruption in every part of the State ad- 
ministration. * 

If any of Senator Cullom’s partisans ha ve 
been guilty of levying assessments on office- 
holders they are deserving of the same cen- 
sure that has been visited on Mr. Rowe and 
his associates. They are alike engaged in 
sowing the wind. No party which engages 
in practices of this nature will merit or re- 
ceive the confidence of the people of Illinois. 
The loss of public confidence will be swiftly 
followed by the loss of popular support. 

Mr. Rowe's letter enforces the need of a 
State civil service law. It convicts Govern. 
or Yates of violating his pledges to enforce 
the merit system in “letter and in spirit.” 
So far as it is susceptible of proof, it broad- 
ens the question of political assessments by 
fastening: the offense upon the whole party 
instead of upon one wing of the party. 

If it be true that the assessments now be- 
ing levied are in accordance with party 
usage, the usage must be condemned. It 
should be abandoned. It is indefensible, 
Mr. Rowe has brought a serious accusation 
against the party of which he happens to 
be temporarily the official head in this State; 
He has put his own party in the dock and 
is prosecuting it with vigor. : 

In the opinion of Mr. Rowe and his asso- 
ciates the important question is whether 
that element of the party to which they be- 
long shall remain in possession of the offices 
and their emoluments. There is a more im- 
portant question than that. It is whether 
the State charitable and penal institutions 
shall be conducted in a manner deserving of 
the approval of the people. That is a ques- 
tion, apparently, which never has appealed 
to the conscience of Mr. Rowe. 


GETTING READY TO LIVE. 

In one of his addresses in this city dur- 
ing the last week Dr, Felix Adler of New 
York raised this question: In view of the 
broken and indefensible social conditions 
surrounding and prejudicing the lives of the 
multitude, should it be the common aim to 
live the trne spiritual life now or rather to 
devote all energies toward the bringing ia 
of social conditions more conducive to the 
higher life?

It is akin to the willing travail of 
the mother, which is the guaranty of each 
new generation, and to that “power of 
ascendency in the universe” which stands 
for advance as the dominating purpose of 
things, It, may well be asked, however, 
whether the tendency to be ever getting 
ready to live, the tendency to postpone the 
appropriate time for achievement and rea!- 
ization, has not been overemphasized in the 
common mind. 

Undoubtedly educational and religious in- 
fiuences have helped toward such emphasis. 
The boy or girl who leaves school at 12 or 
14 years of age in order to supplement the

the future. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

There were many conditions unfavorable 
to business in the last week, but in spite of 
these drawbacks the volume of trade was 
large. Undue importance has been at- 
tached to the fact that railroad earnings 
are showing some decreases, due to bad 
weather. Forty-three roads decreased 2.46 
per cent in gross earnings in the first week 
of February as compared with the corre- 
sponding week of last year, On the year’s 
record thus far the gain of the combined 
systems is a material one. If railroads do 
no more in 1902 than equal the high record 
of last year a sound business situation will , 
be indicated. 

The failure of the City Savings Bank of 
Detroit, the most spectacular occurrence 
of the week, was the outcome of personal 
dishonesty, and other institutions in that 
city are not involved. The general bank- 
ing situation was never better than now. 
Every week adds some evidence of im- 
provement in the Chicago real estate mar- 
ket. A large tract of acre property was 
bought, and it is usually a good sign when 
there are purchases of large blocks of va- 
cant property. Several new down-town 
deals are also reported, showing that the 
interest in this section of the city is being 
maintained. 

The iron and steel trade continues to pre: 
sent the most marked feature of the pros- 
perity that is so general. The situation is 
without a parallel. Production of pig iron 
in January, according to the Iron Age, 
amounted to over 1,450,000 tons, and stocks 
were reduced from 180,000 tons on Jan. 1 to 
122,000 on Feb. 1. At that date a year 
ago unsold stocks at furnaces were 556,764 
tons. The output is insufficient in the 
unique situation now prevailing in this in- 
dustryy There has been a decrease in pro- 
duction on account of storms, which ham- 
pered railroads and made it impossible for 
some furnaces to get coke. This is notice- 
able in the Chicago district. 

Larger imports of steel and iron seem 
unavoidable. Manufacturers are offering 
abroad higher prices for steel billets than 
were asked by American producers last 
year. A Southern railroad is reported to 
have placed abroad an order for 25,000 tons 
of rails, being unable to secure delivery from 

ome makers when needed. The capacity of 
structural mills are inadequate and there is 
talk of importing structural material from 
abroad. Building operations are becoming 
more active, and this lack of material will 
become more pronounced when spring 
comes. 

The United States Steel corporation clings 
to its set policy of refusing bonuses offered 
for prompt delivery. Thé merest display of 
a tendency on its part to advance prices 
as the demand grows more insistent would 
precipitate the greatest “ boom ” era in the 
history of the trade, but after that would 
come the inevitable reaction. Where iron 
and steel markets are regarded by so many 
good judges as the most reliable indication 
of business this resistance to temptation to 


Steadiness in these important products 
works against the probability of overpro- 
duction, and therefore is a potent factor 
for the good of the entire situation. The 
situation is peculiar, however. The official 
quotation on steel bars is said to be merely 
a nominal one, as manufacturers are sold 
so far ahead that they are not taking or- 
ders at that figure. 

The excellent demand for coal is due in 
part to the busy condition of industries, 
which does not permit stocks to accumu- 
late. There is talk of a further advance in 
pig lead, and trade reports indicate an un- 
precedented activity for this season of the 
The copper market is still unsettled 
and purchases are small. Exports of cop- 
per are still growing over last year’s record. 
Total exports of the United States for the 
seven months to Jan. 31 fell off $29,925,109 
as compared with the corresponding period 
of the previous fiscal year, while imports 
increased $67,366,811. The comparison, of 
course, is with a time when exports were 
high. Shipments to Porto Rico and Hawaii 
also were included for the last fiscal year. 
In the calendar year 1901 this country held 
its position as the leading exporting nation 
of the world. 

The tabor outlook is brighter. It is gen- 
erally favorable in coal districts. The wool- 
en mills have reopened, but the differences 
with the weavers have not been finally ad- 
justed, The American Bicycle company 
is said to have discharged 700 men since 
Jan. 15 on account of a lack of demand for 
its goods, | 

The jobbing trade shows an improvement 
and buyers are much more numerous. Job- 
bers report a satisfactory business so far: 
Print cloths are firm, and M. C. D. Borden's 
bids have advanced the price. Cotton ad- 
vanced and this made sellers of cotton goods 
somewhat conservative in anticipation of a 
higher range of prices. The Chinese New 
Year holidays reduced the demand for the 
foreign market. Wool holds firm. Silk 
goods are strong and there is a tendency 
to advance prices. Leather prices are

Eggs reached 80% cents a dozen, whole- 
sale, the highest point of the season. They 
advanced one and one-half cents on Satur- 
day here and three cents in New York.

As people know who live close to lat 
bodies of ‘fresh water, there are rit 
things so sensitive to changes in temper- 
ature as a great fleld of thick ice.

Men whose business it is to cut ice for 
commercial purposes also know and realize 
how treacherous is the substance with which 
they are dealing, A gang of men may be 
at work one night on perfectly dry ice, scor- 
ing and marking it for sawing in the morning, 
and a few hours later he may find that the 
smooth surface on which he walked dry 
shod is now under three feet of water. It 
often happens that the slight weakening of 
the ice made by the scoring of the ice-plow 
is sufficient to make the surface give way at 
that point under the almost constant strain 
to which every fleld of ice is subjected. 


For a substance which is perfectly familiar 
to every child there are many things about 
ice which are strangely misunderstood and 
are still mysterious to most people. The 
fact that water expands instead of contracts 
in the process of freezing is alone enough 
to e ice remarkable. If it were not for 
this unique property the great lakes would 
‘be frozen solid to the bottom every winter 
and would never get entirely thawed out. 
As it is, all the water of the lake must reach 


ormed. Until that point is reached the cold 
water on top will keep sinking to the bottom 
and sending up the warmer water in the 
unending effort to equalize the temperature. 

It is also true that once a good coat of ice 
is formed over the surface of a lake it acts 
as a blanket in retaining and in fact grad- 
ually raising the temperature immediately 
beneath it.
